, the movement of animals out 
of the landing places has been made subject 
to _ regulations contained in an Order 
of the British Ministry of Agricultuse which 
is being issued to come into operation simul- 
taneously. The effect of this Order is to 
require movement out of the landing places to 
be regulated by licence of the British 
Ministry's inspector. The conditions normally 
attaching to such licence will be that where 
animals are licensed to a slaughterhouse 
slaughter must take place within 96 hours. 
In all other cases the movement must be 
direct to owners’ or purchasers’ premises, 
where the animals must be detained for four- 
teen days, unless after six days they are 
licensed to other premises, there to undergo 
detention for the remainder of the quarantine 


period. 

“It should be understood that these re- 
strictions are not intended to reflect in any 
way on the healthiness of Irish live stock. 
The British authorities readily admit that 
there is no necessity for special precautions 
against the introduction of foot-and-mouth 
disease from Ireland. The apprehension to 
which these regulations are due is altogether 

ed, as were similar regulations in some- 
what similar circumstances last year, on the 
liability of cattle moved beam in 
large numbers to contract the disease and to 
spread it. The requirement of a fourteen 
days’ detention before distribution to fairs 
and markets is intended as a safeguard against 
this danger. and is considered to be justified 
by the present very acute position of Great 
Britain in regard to the spread of the in- 
fection. 

“ As the position grows more favourable 
the regulations will be modified, and they will 
be withdrawn altogether when the position 
approaches the normal. Treland. fortunately, 
continues free from the disease, but the wide- 
spread series of outbreaks across Channel must 
remain a source of uneasiness in this country, 
notwithstanding the official precautions, No 
doubt, these precautions have contributed to 
the maintenance of the Irish -clean bill of 
health, but it cannot he too often or too 
strongly insisted that the co-operation of the 
public is necessary to the complete success of 
the official measures. In particular persons 
connected with the live stock industry should 
exercise every care and vigilance with regard 
to the observance of regulations by themselves 
and others with regard to report anv reason 
for suspecting the health of animals under 
their charge.’’
